OLDER THAN SOLOMON. 


Ancient Tablets Exhumed in the 
Land of Egypt. 


Missives That Were Passed Between the 
Kings of Jerusalem and Egypt Four 
Centuries Before the Birth 

of David. 


The Smithsonian institution has just 
received information of the recent dis- 
covery “at Tel-el-Amaria, in Upper 
Egypt, of a Humbér of tablets relating 
to the history of Jerusalem and dating 
back six hundred years earlier than any 
records hitherto known. When it is 
understood ‘that these tablets of stone 
are letters passed between the King of 
Jerusalem and the Pharaoh of Egypt 
four hundred years before the birth of 
David, who was the father of Solomon, 
some notion will be formed of their ex- 
treme interest. \ These letters were 
written, so Dr. Cyrus Adler told a writ 
er forthe Washington Star, about the 
year 1500 B. C., and cast a great light 
upon the relations of Egypt at that 
ancient epoch. This of course was long 
before Jerusalem was captured by the 
Jews. 

At that time Palestine was a federa- 
tion of independent cities, each of 
which, like Jerusalem, was governed by 
a ‘*prefect”—this word meaning literal- 
ly *“‘king of a city.” Nevertheless, these 
towns paid a tribute to the Pharoah, 
,and it was in relation to this tribute 
that several of the letters found were 
addressed to the ruler of Egypt by the 
king of Jerusalem, Abdi-Taba.. In 
them he tries to explain, with due re- 


pendent position than the other pre- 
fects and ought to be-treated according- 
ly. For example, in one missive he 
says: 

‘Behold, this city of Jerusalem neith- 
er my father nor my mother has given 
unto me, but the call of a mighty King.” 

This refers to the ancient custom in 
Palestine by which rulers were some- 
times chosen in consequence of a sup- 
posed divine call and without any ref- 
erence to hereditary law. Having been 
summoned to his throne by the Deity, 
Abdi-Taba argued that he should be 
treated more leniently with regard to 
tribute. In another of the letters he 
| says: 
| _ “Behold, neither my father nor my 

mother has appointed me to this place, 
but the mighty King has made me 
enter into the house of my fathers.”’ 

That the ‘‘mighty King” spoken of 
was the Deity is proved by the fact that 
to Him as authority is referred an oracle 
inscribed upon another tablet, which 
says that: “As long as a ghip sails 
upon the sea, so long will Mesopotamia 
‘and Babylonia conquer.” 

' The chief aim of the three other let- 

ters written by Abdi-Taba is to ask the 
Pharaoh for military aid against the 
foreign conquerors invading Palestine, 
and especially the district of Jerusalem. 
These warlike strangers he calls people 
of Habri—in, other words, they were 
Hebrews. It seems hardly probable 
that the Hebrews as a nation should 
have invaded Il’alestine at so early a 
date, and so it is likely that these were 
some advanced tribes of Israel which 
settled down west of the Jordan and 
made incursions from time totime. In 
one of his letters on this subject Abdi- 
Taba says: 

“The Habri people are. conquering 
the cities of the King’’—i. e., the cities 
tributary to the Pharaoh—‘‘therefore 
the King may turn His face to His sub- 
jects and send troops. If the troops ar- 
rive this year the countries of the 
King, my Lord, may be saved, but if 
no troops arrive the countries of the 
King, my Lord, will exist no longer.” 

This tremendous ‘“‘find” - at Tel-el- 
Amaria includes two hundred .tablets, 
largely of Babylonian cuneiform script, 
which is thus discovered for the first 
time to have been in use at so early a 
period in Egypt and Palestine. Many 
of the other tablets are dispatches of 
about the same date from prefects of 
other cities of Palestine to the Pharaoh. 
Some of the inscriptions are in, an un- 
known language which no one has so 
far been abje to translate. It is funny 
to think that Solomon himself would 
have looked upon these tablets as re- 
mote antiquities. 
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AN ENTIRE DINNER LESSON. 


The Appetizing Bill of Fare Presented on 
a Recent Occasion. 

A woman in London has a class of 
one hundred cooks, and she gives what 
She calls ‘fan entire dinner lesson.” 
While the lesson is in progress the 
swell women come in and § look 
on. The menu on a “recent oc- 
casion began with a hors d’muvre, 
anchois a la Colmar, which looked very 
tempting, the little fish being curled 
around. upon croutons of fried bread, 
garnished with crayfish cream and 
white and yolk of egg. The consomme 
a la Leopold was certainly the prettiest 
soup I ever saw, says a writer in the 
New York World, with little circles of 
red,’ yellow and’ white floating in its 
clearness. These’ were’ made of eggs 
and cream and stamped-out French 
gherkin. Next came fillets of salmon a 
la commodore, a delicious-looking dish, 
garnished with crayfish, button mush- 
rooms and shredded gherkins. The hot 
entree was “petits poulets a la St. 
George,” and the cold, ‘‘mauviettes a la 
Sotterville,” both of very elaborate and 
detailed preparation. The releve was 
fowl with HKechamel sauce, accom- 
panied by tomatoes stuffed with a puree 
of potato seasoned with Parmesan 
cheese. The sorbet, flavored with 
Liquid Sunshine rum, was served in 
ice-water cups of white crystalized 
glass, the daintiest little glasses: you 
can imagine, especially when filled with 
the pink sorbet. After this came a 
brace of woodcock, and then a lobster 
salad wonderfully garnished and served 
With Mayonnaise sauce. A _ delicious- 
looking vegetable entree was masde'of 
asparagus and artichoke bottoms. The 
two sweets were creams served with 
chocolate custard and banana sauce, 
and ‘“‘petites caisses ala Sultan,” com- 
posed of whipped cream, oranges and 
limized to ie savory “‘huitres a 
la bonne bouche” would make a capital 
supper-dish.
